Before coming here he 
resided for a num ber of years in San 
Francisco, where he was one of the orig­ 
inal members of the French Benevolent 
Society of that city. A man of true 
heart, and of the highest integrity, he 
has always taken an active part in every 
movement in the interest of the French 
colony.” 
Mr. Bobenrieth had a very large circle 
of acquaintances amongst the Americans, 
and was highly esteemed by them fur 
his many excellent qualities and his 
sterling integrity as a business man. Me 
leaves an eBtate of between $40,000 and 
$50,000, and, being a bachelor, it will go 
to hid nephew, John Schmidt, who re­ 
sides in Philadelphia. 
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THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
Holds an Election. 


ADDKKS3 OF JUJOK E W. JONES. 


A Presentation to the Secretary. 
Slection of Board of Directors. 
Miscellaneous Business. 


The annual election and regular 
monthly meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce took place yesterday. 
The 
ballot box was kept in the room of the 
Secretary, and voting began at 9 o’clock 
and continued until evening. 
' The regular meetiDg was called to 
order by President £. W. Jones at 3 
o’clock. 
After the reading of the min­ 
utes, the Committee on Nominations 
offered the name of Fred L, Alies, which 
was laid over for two weeks as required 
by the constitution. 
The Secretary read a letter in which 
attention was called to the fact that 
three members of the State Board of 
Agriculture, two of them from the north, 
would soon have served out their term of 
office. Mr. Lindley moved that the 
Chamber formally request the Governor 
to appoint one member from the south 
ern portion of the 3tate. 
Captain Saa 
mans was in favor of taking action as 
soon as possible to select Borne mao 
whose name might be offered to the 
Governor. 
It was moved as an amend­ 
ment that the whole matter be referred 
to the Board of Directors with power to 
act and to nominate a man. The motion 
was carried. 
The Secretary read a communication 
from the Secretary of the Stale Board of 
Agricnltnre, which has already been pub­ 
lished in the Hbbald, with regard to the 
local Board of Directors and Superin­ 
tendent of the Citrus Fair. It was turned 
over to the Citras Fair Committee. 
A resolution was read and placed on 
file calling for the appointment of a per­ 
manent committee of five to undertake 
the work of getting together a Southern 
California display for the World’s Fair 
of 1892. 
There being no further regular business, 
the next order was the annual address of 
the President, Major E. W. Jones. He 
spoke as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Los Angeles Chamber oj 
Commerce: 
I can conceive of no better way to oc 
copy your time and fulfill my duty of 
giving yon the usual address on this 
occasion, than to briefly review the 
labors of the Coamber for the past year 
and make suggestions with regard to 
those of the year just begun. It will be 
onnecessary to dwell upon any but the 
more important of those labors or to be 
prolix in the suggestions I might make, 
for doubtless, to many of you, they will 
be merely an expression of youjr own 
thoughts. 
A year ago our first annual meeting 
was held. We were a new, untried, in­ 
experienced organization. We hardly 
knew whether tbe elements of which we 
were composed would assimilate and 
work with sufficient harmony and energy 
to accomplish anything or not. We soon 
found that there were plenty oW ques­ 
tions of public interest that werewvithin 
our province and which it became our 
doty to take hold of. We had had a 
good temporary Secretary, and we elected 
a good new one. He took hold of the 
work with a vim. We had some good 
committees. They also went to work to 
see what could be made out of their de­ 
partments. It was immediately found 
by the workers that there was so much 
to'do that they must work together. The 
Committee on Statistics, etc., got out the 
pamphlet we published. They labored 
night and day and with the leatt possi­ 
ble delay they gave ua a work as full of 
meat as an egg is. Among our first ef­ 
forts was that to get an increase of the 
appropriation for the public bailding. A 
little homely structure about the size of 
an ordinary dwelling-house was being 
built to accommodate the postoffice, 
United States courts and the other fed­ 
eral officers whose business was equal to 
that of a city of 100,000 inhabitants. 
We were in great danger of being afflicted 
with an excrescence upon the fair face of 
onr town which would have put ua to the 
blush whenever we were obliged to look 
at it or speak of it. 
We put a stop to it. We asked for an 
additional appropriation of $000,000 for 
the erection of a building such as would 
be both useful and ornamenta!. The 
proper officer has reconsidered the whole 
matter, aud, actuated by the extremest 
economy as is required cf him, has 
recommended an addition of $350,000 
It outfit still to be $600,000, or a total of 
$750,000, but the $350,000 will give 
many a mason, carpenter, painter, 
plumber and other artisan and laborer 
work, put bread in the mouths of many 
women and children, give many a mer­ 
chant custom, pay many bills and settle 
many debts. We are no worse off in re 
Bpect to work for the laborer, or bread 
for the hungry, than other cities of like 
size, but the expenditure of such a sum 
would unquestionably be of great benefit 
to this community. A further addition 
of $250,009 out of the national treasury, 
with no interest to send away for it, 
would be so much better, would give 
wages to so many more men, that, if it 
could be obtained, all other considera­ 
tions ought to yield to that and the effort 
be made. We have good reason for con­ 
fidence thp.r the $350.000 additional will 
be granted. 
Another work in the interest of every 
citizen, whether poor or rich, has been 
that for the further improvement of the 
harbor of San Fedro. Our Comini! tee on 
Commerce has prepared maps, statistics 
and statements, and placed them in the 
proper department at Washington, and 
in the hand i of Senators and Congress­ 
men, showing the importance of carrying 
on the work and enlarging its scope at 
that port. We have taken Senators and 
Representatives, members of the most 
important Congressional committees 
there, and showed them the nature of 
the improvements desired and the vast 
advantage that would follow their cou 
struction, both to this region immediately 
tributary—larger than all New England, 
and with a quarter of a million people— 
and the whole interior and South west. 
If we fail of getting this benefit, on which 
at least half of our future possible pros­ 
perity depends, it will not be for want of 
effort on the part of this Chamber of 
Commerce. While, if we succeed, we 
shall claim that without our co-operation 
this great work which means the best 
of coast Ami trans-Pacific commerce and 
the best of railroads for our purposee, 
wool tí ^ have been a thing of the uncer- 
tain future. 
ie$e 
These two enterprises, together with 
the cobstant agitation of the project of a 
railway from Utah to Loe Angeles; the 
constant recognition of the vast advan­ 
tage, tbe almost absolute need of our 
community of this new enterprise, have 


been perhaps the most important with 
which the Chamber has been occupied. 
Our intercourse with people represent­ 
ing every business and occupation in the 
community has taught as that our true 
field of usefulness lies in bringing in the 
means to stimulate business and furnish 
labor to the unemployed, and bringing 
in settlers for the soil and seekers for the 
sanitary advantages onr country offers. 
We have been taught that right against 
our doors, awaiting the means of trans­ 
portation, lie metals and minerals of 
value and quantity sufficient to bring us 
great wealth and prosperity as a manu­ 
facturing center. 
W ith manufactures, 
skilled labor finds employment and 
wages, a new stimulus is given to trade, 
and an enlarged market to the farmer. 
The Utah railroad will give us access 
to the best interior market for our pro­ 
ducts; a new, and that tbe most desir­ 
able, avenue of travel to and from this 
point, by which a large and new class of 
visitors will come to our community. I 
enlarge upon the-e matters a little to 
show that the Chamber is alive to their 
importance. Any one of them is of suf­ 
ficient magnitude to occupy the whole 
time of this body if other things could be 
neglected. 
Our other work you all know. We 
have urged the increase of acreage under 
cultivation. We have urged the passage 
of a semi-annual tax collection law, and 
tbe repeal of the mortgage tax law ; we 
aided the adoption of the Reform School 
bill aud the location of the school here; 
we brought the President of the Carson 
and Colorado railroad to Los Angeles; 
renewed the project of building that road 
to Mojave, waked up Inyo county and 
renewed trade relations with it. We did 
much work in the interest of sugar beet 
raising. We have done much to ad ver 
tise this city and county, both independ­ 
ently and in connection with the State 
Board of Trade, through old and new 
“ California on YVheels,” and in the State 
Board rooms. 
We have labored assiduously to unite 
all Southern California, commercially 
and for advertising purposes, knowing 
that “in anion theie is strength.” We 
made such a demonstration of our arid 
land and irrigation interests as to give 
our Representative the Chairmanship 
of 
the 
new committee 
on that 
subject, 
and 
to 
advortise 
our 
country widely. We brought tcgether 
the syndicate and capital to cany the 
grape crop. I might go on indefinitely, 
but this will suffice to show that we have 
not neglected the trust imposed upon us. 
Tne Secretary’s report will show what 
little pecuniary burden we have been to the 
community. We have entertained num­ 
bers of distinguished guests, but it has 
been mostly by means from our own 
pockets. Many trips to San Francisco, 
Sacramento and other places have been 
made during the year, but the expense 
has not been borne by the Chamber in 
any case but once. 
Now let us glance at the year before 
us. The improvement of San Pedro 
harbor and eventually of our other har­ 
bors is, like the poor, always with ua. 
There cau be no cessation of work in 
that direction. If anything is over to be 
accomplished there, it must be pushed 
energetically and persistently. Oar Rep­ 
resentative, General Vandover, muat 
have his hands upheld and every as­ 
sistance possible furnished him. The 
public bailding should not be lost sight 
of. We must keep ap the agitation 
about ihe new railroads. The Board 
of Supervisors, the City Council, 
the people of San Pedro and the 
people of the country are aroused, and 
we may find we are able to do much to 
influence the action of the companies 
and hasten their advent here. We have 
much work and some expense before us 
in keeping up the exhibit í d “ California 
on Wheels” and in the State Board of 
Trade; aud if we advertise creditably we 
have much printing to do and at a con­ 
siderable expenso. 
The statistics of the county are net in 
available shape. 
They should show in 
detail the whole list of our products, 
their quantity, character, value, where 
raised, and as many other particulars as 
possible. 
Our State agricultural report 
is deficient as to county statistics, aud 
we should rectify the matter. The Cham­ 
ber should watch new manufacturing 
and other enterprises which are sougat 
to be established here by outsiders on 
local capital. 
Many of them are based 
on inventions or new ideas, untried or 
failures elsewhere, and only operate till 
the capital is expended. They are often 
gotten up to give somebody a job or a 
bonus. 
Suca schemes the community 
should be warned againet, while legit­ 
imate enterprises should be encouraged 
on proof of their good character being 
furnished. 
The Chamber should prepare during 
the year, as far as possible, to suggest 
such measures for action by the S:ate 
Legislature, at its next session, as will 
afford this community relief from the 
operation of lawB which are injurious or 
burdensome—like that which governs 
the collection ol(taxes, and the mortgag-- 
tix Jaw ;|*hicn p events the carrying 
out of any needed or greatly advanta­ 
geous public improvements or raising 
money therefor, like the improvement of 
parks and streets and the building of 
boulevards; and should discuss at leaRt 
the advisability of asking for power . 
'.ffer inducements for valuable public en 
terprises. It is unnecessary to euuniera e 
further. Tne duties of an institution 
like this, set to guard the general com­ 
mercial interests of a large community, 
are numberless and incessant. An in­ 
stitution of the kind of this Chamber of 
Commerce works directly or indirectly 
for every man, woman and child in the 
community. No other organization is so 
thoroughly engaged in the effort to 
ameliorate the physical condition of the 
people as this. 
It labors to pro­ 
vide wages for the working man and 
trade for the merchant. It provides 
more relief for Hie needy than anything 
else can possibly do for the money. No 
charitable institution can approach it in 
the amount it is able to do for the poor 
of its section. All this it does by urging 
improvements of every sort and induc­ 
ing the disbursement of capital for labor. 
In my opinion the Chamber is the first 
institution in the city to which any citi­ 
zen should contribute both his time and 
his means* perhaps outside of his home 
and his church. As a business proposi­ 
tion, a banker, merchant or professional 
man, workiDgman or citizen of whatevi r 
calling, can earn more, or make a larger 
profit on the investment of a reasonable 
share of his time, money, energy and 
intelligence in such an organization than 
in any other to which he can put them. 
I fail to see why we shall not eventually 
be able to impress this fact upon the 
minds of the majority of our people and 
ran our membership up into the thou­ 
sands. Union and energy, thy name is 
Chicago 1 Would to heaven it were also, 
and it may yet be, Los Angeles! 
I desire to make some expression of 
my appreciation of the service of the 
Secretary during the past year. Mr. 
Higgins has pat his heart and soul into 
the work of building up the Chamber; 
he has made it a personal affair, a labor 
of love and devotion. H e has had a 
lively realization of the importance and 
possibilities of each an institution, and 
under many a discouraging circumstance 


has kept faithfully at his task, overcom­ 
ing obstacles which would have dis­ 
couraged and discomfited a weaker heart 
and a lees ready brain. 
W hat the 
Chamber would have done without a 
man of his ability in the office, I confess 
1 am at a loss to conjecture. I wish to 
testify to the cordial relations that have 
always existed between us, never for a 
moment ruffled to my knowledge, and 
to his earnest cooperation in such meas­ 
ures for Ihe good of the organization and 
the community as I have been able to 
suggest. 
I wish to express hearty regrot that 
circumstances could not have so com­ 
bined as to make it to his advantage to 
accept the Secretaryship for at least an­ 
other year, both for personal reasons and 
because I think that with his assistance 
in that office this Chamber of Commerce 
could within a year enlist the coopera­ 
tion of every citizen with a grain of pub­ 
lic spirit in hie composition, aud be 
made a power capable of controlling the 
commercial destiny of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Judge Fitzgerald, in behalf of the 
committee appointed for the purpose, 
preaented tbe following resolution with 
regard to tho resignation of the Secre­ 
tary: 
W herea s. The Secretary of the Cham­ 
ber, Mr. M. R. Higgins, has been ten­ 
dered and has accepted a far more lucra­ 
tive office, and severed his official coa- 
ncr.t.ioci with this body; and 
W hereas, Tho office of Sacretary cf 
the Chamber is one of difficult, compli­ 
cated and incessant labor, and which 
requires, for the fullest efficiency, versa­ 
tile and large ability, unflagging energy 
and a genial disposition, and is, in fact, 
an office the able conduct cf which is 
vital to the existence of the Chamber; 
andW hereas, Mr. Higgins has 6hown 
himself possessed of all iheso qualities in 
the highest degree, and, with ¿11 due 
recognition of the services of the other 
officers, has been a formidable factor in 
the building up of the organization and 
the work it has bean engaged in for the 
benefit of this community, therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Chamber viowe with 
deep regret his retirement, and feels that 
his office will be most difficult to refill, 
while it at the same time rejoices in this 
good fortune which has come to him, and 
wishes him a continued increase cf pros­ 
perity. 
Resolved, That these resolutions shall 
be spread upon the minulea of the 
Chamber. 
Mr. Higgins thereupon drew a roll o( 
paper from his pocket and read the fol­ 
lowing spaech: 
Having hud due aud timely notice 
through the daily papsrs this morning 
that 1 was to ba tho recipient of a testi­ 
monial and set of resolutions, I have 
hastily prepared, with tho aid of a few 
friends, theso impromptu remarks,which 
1 will, after the manner of impromptu 
Bp^ches on similar occasions, proceed to 
inflict on you. Had I had longer notice 
and more friends, I think I could have 
made the greatest effort of my life. As 
it is, I have only time to say that I ap­ 
preciate very highly the resolutions I 
know the able committee has prepared, 
and the testimonial you have already 
placed in the front room, whore I have 
examined and approved the same at my 
leisure. Moro than either of these, how­ 
ever, do I appreciate the spirit which 
prompted either or both. ComiDg from 
those who have bad daily relations with 
me, and are the best judges of what has 
been 
done 
and could be doD© 
with tho resources at our command, 
it is very gratifying. 
A pioneer's 
lot, as a rule, is not a happy 
one. Our experience in organizing ¡wiU 
building up this Chamber has been no 
exception to the rule, as oar lot has not 
at all times been happy. The knowledge 
that we were doing all that we could 
with our resources haa oftentimes beon 
the only reward we have had, and such 
rewards, under Btinging and unjust criti­ 
cisms, are frequently very bitterly ac­ 
cepted. 
However, the outcome has 
been gratifying, and the Chamber of 
Commerce, in my opinion, can go for­ 
ward and be a power in the land for the 
advancement cf the material interests of 
this country. 
In parting with you as your Secretary, 
I have only the kindest recollections for 
each and every member. 
Many have, 
during the past year, recognized the good 
intentions as manifested in our efforts, 
and have spoken kindly, cheering words 
which have been cherished by the re­ 
ceiver aud have aided materially to 
lighten the load which sometimes 
seemed a little burdensome. To all such 
I want to say: “ Do the same with my 
successor, whoever he may be, with this 
addition—aid him to the extent of your 
power and postion by active co-operation. 
I have failod only in one particular, in 
accomplishing what I started out to do 
personally of those things that were in 
sight. That is, I have not liquidated all 
our obligations. About $100 still re­ 
mains unpaid, and today it hangs over 
me as a weight I feel I ought to have 
lifted. 
But the general work grow so 
rapidly and absorbed so much of my, 
time that I could cot solicit Dew mem­ 
bers the la6t few 
months as 1 
«lid 
the 
first 
two 
or 
three. 
With this exception I am quite well sat- 
if fie 1 ro turn over tbe office and pro­ 
nounce it in excellent condition for good 
work. I am proud to say that the affairs 
of this organization have at all times 
been carried on on a broad bisis 
and have been open to the criticism of 
the entire community. There have been 
no j >bs, no railroading, no schemes for 
advancing private interests, and the 
future prosperity of this Chamber is well 
assured, if this course is persistently fol­ 
lowed. 
Tho membership roll should lie much 
larger. Those who have been watching 
and waiting to see the organization col­ 
lapse ought now, at least, tobo convinced 
that the institution is on a sound basis 
and ia worthy of their support. The 
officers of the Chamber and the Board of 
Directors have been faithful to your 
interests, 
and 
are 
deserving 
of 
your 
kindest regards. 
They have 
Bpent 
much 
time 
in 
your 
interests to tho neglect of their own af­ 
fairs. To each of them personally I owe 
a debt of gratitude for tho unanimity 
with which they have always rallied 
to 
the 
support 
of 
any 
dcnerv- 
ing measure that has been brought to 
their attention by me. I have had the 
best support and tho kindest treatment 
from each aud everyone. My relations 
with Major Jones, the President, have 
been extremely cordial. We have both 
felt at times chafed and worried, but lie 
hae never in any way committed an ac« 
toward me except of kindness and good 
will. He has given much more time 
attention and 
thought than any 
of 
you, 
however 
familiar with 
our 
affairs, 
can 
imagine. 
Ho 
is deserving of your earnest support and 
should forever be held in kind remem 
brance by you. It has wholly been a 
labor of love on his part. Personally I 
owe him a debt of gratitude for his unre­ 
mitting labor in my behalf. Again 
gentlemen, permit me to thank you for 
this expression of your personal regard 
I shall ever cherish this occasion as one 
of the proudest and happiest moments of 
my life. 
The Chamber then adjourned to the 


ante-room of tbe Secretary’s office and a 
handsome book cafo was presented to 
Mr. Higgins ns a tribute of .the regard of 
bis friends in the Chamber. Mr. Hig­ 
gins made some appropriate remarks 
which were received with much laughter 
and applause. 
The balloting continued until 8 o’clock 
in the evening.

A W a r m S e a a lo n B r c a k « ”t b e m o n o t ­ 
o n y . 
T he B aard of Police C om m issioners 
m et yesterd ay afternoon in th e M ayor’s 
office, H o n . H . T. H azard in th e ch air, 
an d M essrs. C ollins, D exter, K nox and 
L ew is presen t. 
T he C hief having reported favorably 
in th e 
m a tte r of th e 
application of 
N and & G rin d le for a p srm it to procure a 
license for a new saloon at No. 557 N orth 
M ain stre e t, th e petition was g ranted. 
T he com m ittee appointed to investi­ 
g ate th e ch arg e preferred against th e 
d riv er of th e patrol wagon by R alph E . 
H o y t rep o rted th a t after h earing th e evi 
d e n c e a n b oth sides, it whs th e opinion of 
th e com m ittee th a t both p arties w ere 
equally to blam e for th e accident. 
They 
th erefore recom m ended th a t th e bill for 
rep airs rendered necessary to th e com 
p la in an t’s buggy be Bhared equally by 
th e ow ner an d th e driver of th e patrol 
w agon. 
T he com m ittee fa rth e r recom* 
m ended th a t th e U tter exercise m ore 
caution in future w hen driving, and th a t 
h e keep on th e rig h t side of th e street. 
T he rep o rt was adopted. 
T he com m ittee appointed to investi­ 
g ate th e petition of M ailm an & Ivers et 
a l. relativ e to th e appointm ent of a 
special officer for 
th e P oundm aster's 
office, reported th a t after d ue considera­ 
tio n of th e m atter th ey could not pee th e 
d esirability of delegating any further 
au th o rity to th e P oundkeeper. 
T he re­ 
po rt was adopted. 
T ransfers of license w ere granted to 
th e follow ingsaloou k ee p ers: Jas. T harp 
from No. 565 E ast F irst stree t to No. 573 
E a st F irst stre e t; F ritz W anetke. from 
No. 250 E a st F irst stree t to No. 365 E a st 
F irst s tr e e t; and C. K noblock, from cor­ 
n e r M ain an d W inston streetB to corner 
M ain an d F o u rth streets. 
A com m unication was received from 
M rs. H . A. W atson, of th e G irls’ H om e, 
statin g th a t since M arch la st sh e had 
been com pelled to pay for a telephone 
ou at th e H om e, th e R epublican adm in­ 
istration having ordered th e one p u t up 
by M ayor W o rk m an taken dow n. 
8he 
therefore asked th a t th e com m ission 
authorize h e r to h ave one, and th a t th e 
city defray th e ex penses necessarily en 
tailed . 
O n m otion of M r. Lew is th e re­ 
quest w as denied. 
A com m unication w as received from 
J o h n R h o d es, asking th a t th e license of 
Louis R o th , w ho k ep t a saloon at No. 
141 E a st F irs t street, be revoked, as he 
h ad been caught by th e petitioner in th e 
act of giving beer to his little girls, ag<*d 
respectively 12 an d 14 years, on th e 3d 
of D ecem ber last. 
Since th a t tim e R oth 
had been convicted of th e offense of 
selling liquor to m inors, in th e Police 
C ourt, an d fined $25. 
On m otion of Mr. 
K nox th e m atter w as referred to Messrs. 
K nox, Lew is and D exter, as u com m ittee 
of investigation. 
A com m unication was received from 
A dam C lem ents, a liverym an on Aiiso 
stree t, preferring charges ag ain st Officers 
M aguiro an d F arm er. 
H e alleged th a t 
on th e 7th in st. six of his horses escaped 
from hie y ard on Aliso street, aud w ere 
subsequently found on th e K eller tra ct 
by his p artn er an d a hired m an. 
T he 
officers are alleged, how ever, to have re­ 
fused to allow fcbe h ired m an to take 
possession of the an im als, and in spite of 
h is pro tests im pounded 
them . 
T he 
m a tte r w as referred to a com m ittee of in ­ 
vestigation com posed of M r. Collios and 
th e C hief. 
A t th e suggestion of M r. K nox, of the 
com m ittee of investigation into the com ­ 
p lain t of M rs. H en ty against W . Vollk- 
m er, of th e P oint saloon, fu rth er action 
in th e m a tte r w as indefinitely postponed, 
th e saloon-keener having b9en w arned 
n ot to fu rn ish H m ry w ith liquor. 
T he application of J . R . H om e for re­ 
in sta tem en t on th e force w as received 
an d filed. 
A n u m b er of dem ands, ag­ 
gregating $409 69 w ere approved as read 
T ne d em and of G arrett & Sam pson for 
$110 for ex penses incidental 
on 
the 
funeral of th e late Officer G. B. F itch 
again cam e up before th e board. 
A 
lengthy discussion was indulged in on 
th e question of its disposal. 
M r. Collioe 
th o u g h t th a t th e C om m issioners and the 
Police D epartm ent ought to m eet it b e ­ 
tw een th em and not call upon th e city to 
pay it. 
T he officers w ere paid a gocd 
salary , an d h e had no doubt th a t if 
called upon to do so, every m an on the 
force would gladly put up $1 tow ards de­ 
fraying th e exp en ses of th e ir brother 
officer’s funeral. 
M r. K nox Raid th a t there was already 
th e sum of $7 60 in th e h an d s of Chief 
G lass for th e purpose, and he w as in 
fav cr of sending th e bill to th e Council 
again, w ith a com m unication to th e effect 
th a t th a t su m would be applied to the 
p ay m en t of th e bill if th e Council would 
approve th e rest of it. 
M ayor H azard objected to asking the 
city to pay for it, as it w ould establish a 
preced en t in such cases, and in th e prea 
en t state of th e city finances h e readily 
u n d erstood th a t th e Council did not see 
its w ay to approving such a bill. 
M r. C *llint said h e w as asham ed of the 
bill beiDg b ro u g h t up before the public so 
o ften , an d w as 
ready 
to contribute 
tow ards it a t an y tim e, sooner th a n see 
it throw n backw ards an d forw ards 
tw een th e C ouncil and board as it had 
b een done. 
M r. K nox said th a t h e did n o t th in k 
th a t th e board could call upon th e police 
officers to contrib u te tow ards the paym ent 
of th e b id , an d M r. Lew is insisted that 
th e city paid its m en a stated salary and 
o btained its full w orth from every m an 
in retu rn , an d it w ould n o t be rig h t to 
“ do ck ” th e m en for any purpose. 
C hief GlaeB stated th a t at th e tim e of 
F itc h ’s d ea th th e officers held a m eeting 
in th e G. A. R. h all and every m an su b 
scribed som ething to defray th e expensep 
of th e funeral. 
T he $7.60 was th e bal 
anee left from th e fund after paying for 
th e ban d an d several o th er incidental 
expenses. 
H e said th a t th e m en u n d er­ 
stood a t th e tim e th a t F itch h ad a bank 
acco u n t; b u t it w as afterw ards found 
thA t h e h ad not. 
F in ally th e b ill w as referred to Mr. 
C ollins a t h is own request until th e next 
m eeting. 
C ouncilm an V an D usen, who 
w ith M r. M cLain h ad been an interested 
sp ectator of ¿h e m eeting, asked perm is­ 
sion to ppeak a few w ords on th e subject. 
H e said th a t h e hud h ea rd th is m atter 
discussed frequently of late and th a t 
alth o u g h th e Council w anted to liquidate 
th e bill, it could not do so a t present 
O n behalf of th a t body, how ever, he said 
th a t if th e officers aud C om m issioners 
w ould pub3cribe tow ards th e paym ent of 
th e bill h e would guarantee th a t th e 
m em b ers of th e Council would also do so, 
an d by th is m eans it could be dis­ 
posed of. 
M r. Lew is stated th a t he and Mr. 
K n o x , in conjunction w ith th e Chief 
h a d , as a com m ittoe, advertised for bic 
for supplies to be furnished to th e city 
prisoners for one year. 
A t th a t tim e he 
understood th a t R aw son w as w illing to 
su rren d er h is contract a t any tim e ; but 
now it app eared th a t h e had entered a 
p ro te st ag ain st any infringem ent of his 
rights. 
A com m unication was read from R aw 
Bon to th a t effect, w hereupon C hief Glass 
stated th a t R aw ron had told him that 
“ ho did n o t give a fig for his contract 


and would be glad to get rid of it.” 
The 
restaurant m an who supplied th e m eals, 
how ever, w anted $100 to le t go h is end 
of th e contract, and th is was w hy R aw ­ 
son was protesting. 
A fter som e discus­ 
sion it was finally decided to euspend 
all 
further arrangem ents 
un til April 
1st, 
R aw son’s 
contract 
being 
void 
in 
M ay 
next. 
T he 
C hief 
then 
seated th a t som etim es tlie food w as not 
fit for a hog to eat, and h e asked for in ­ 
structions on such an occasion. 
On 
motion of Mr. K nox he w as in stru cted to 
critically inspect all food provided by the 
con tractor, and reject all th a t waB unfit for 
use and purchase o ther edibles, th e sum 
th u s spent at th e end of each m onth to 
bs deducted from R aw son’s bill. 
M r. Lewis of tbe L ottery C om m ittee 
reported ,th a t upon investigation it was 
found 
th a t 
Sections 
319 
to 
326 
of 
th e 
Penal 
Code 
w ere 
being 
h abitually 
violated 
by 
th e persons 
nam ed in the report of D etective W allin, 
and th a t certain new spapar publishers 
had violated section 323. 
T he com m is­ 
sion therefore offered th e following reso­ 
lution for approval by th e b o a rd : 
Reaolved., T tiat it is th e sense of this 
Board of Police Com m issioners th a t all 
the statutes of th e State of C alifornia 
prohibiting lotteries be vigorously and 
literally enforced, and th a t the C hief of 
Police be and is hereby instructed and 
directed to use his utmoBfc efforts to abso­ 
lutely suppress all lottery gam es, eith er 
C hinese or w hite, and to convict and 
punieh any and all violators of th e sta t­ 
utes. 
On m otion of M r. Collins th e resolu­ 
tion was adopted unanim ously. 
M r. Lewis th en brought up th e ques 
tion of C obb, th e orange peddler, w here­ 
upon M ayor H azard w arm ly stated th a t 
Cobb had been to him and asked for his 
perm ission as M ayor to sell oranges on 
th e streets, as he had done for tw enty 
years past, b u t th a t h e h ad refused to 
grant it, and referred h im to th e com ­ 
m ission. 
T h a t 
body, 
including 
Mr. 
Lewis, had granted Cobb th e required 
perm ission a few m eetings ago, and with 
the assurance th a t h e would be unm o­ 
lested he had purchased $2,605 w orth of 
th e finest oranges in th e State, and now 
th a t he had done so, there was a schem e 
on foot to drive him off th e streets. 
M r. C ollins produced a volum e of the 
ordinances, an d after reading, said th a t 
he was confident Cobb w as safe and 
lfnew his righto. 
M ayor H azard said th a t if anyone had 
m ade com plaint about C obb, le t him 
sw ear to a com plaint in th e courts and 
have him arrested. 
T he M ayor an d Mr. 
Lewis then h ad a spirited tilt on th e qu es­ 
tion, th e la tte r asserting th a t h e d idn’t 
w ant any lectures from th e C hairm an or 
anybody else. 
H e w as th ere to do his 
duty, and he intended to do it. H e stated 
th a t h e was not com plaining personally, 
but th e occupants of th e fruit stands,w ho 
paid ren t, w ere. 
F our of the C om m is­ 
sioners h ad discussed th e m a tte r yealer- 
day, and h e would like to h av e their 
opinion on th e question. 
M ayor H azard 
insisted th a t if C obh was not violating 
th e ordinance read by M r. C ollins, th e 
C hief or th e police h ad no rig h t to m olest 
him . and th a t C obb w as quire rig h t in 
defying th e officers. 
If h e was doing so 
he ought to be a rre s te d ; b u t h e objected 
to th e reflections cast upon him for his 
part of tb e affair. 
M r. D exter w as flurry th a t any trouble 
bad arisen o u t of th e m atter, but he be­ 
lieved th a t all th e ordinances should be 
enfo rced ; if they w ere objectionable, 
they should be repealed. 
I t w as not 
clear in hia m ind w hether C obb h a d vio­ 
lated th e ordinance or n o t ju st a t pres­ 
ent, and he would therefore stgree w ith 
both sides for the present. 
Mr. C ollins reiterated th e statem e n t he 
m ade on T uesday afternoon a t th e com ­ 
m ission m eeting in th e C hief’s cffice, 
with reference to enforcing all th e ordi­ 
nances. 
H e held th a t it was impoeefble 
to do so, and cited a num ber of instances 
w here ordinances w ere daily infracted; 
w hereupon M r. K nox said th a t M r. Col­ 
lins’ language was puerile and childish 
and utterly unw orthy of a Police Com ­ 
m issioner of the city of Los Angelen. 
It 
was evident th a t M r. Collina d id not 
understand liis duties, ai.d h e w as alto­ 
gether too M achiavellian for him . 
M r. Lew ie’ m otion to refer th e question 
to th e City A ttorney, w ith a request to 
him to give a w ritten opinion as to 
w hether C obb was violating th e ordi­ 
nance, was carried unanim ously, and the 
board adjourned.

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W h y I t W ill C om e H e re . 
W e do not believe tb st the conference 
between the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific officials, announced to be on the 
tapie, hae any significance whatever in 
th e m atter of the extension of the Utah 
Southern to this city. There are many 
■objects of debate between the two roads 
besides this, which m ight give rise at 
any tim e to a conference. People who 
are not well informed on railroad matters 
have jam pod to false conclusions abont 
th e attitude of the Southern Pacific upon 
th e U tah extension. We have very good 
reasons for believing th at the Southern 
Pacific Company, instead of being an­ 
tagonistic is favorable to the projected 
extension. The country through which 
the U tah Southern will pass is now dor­ 
m ant. 
The Southern Pacific has no 
aotion of building into it, and for any 
other company to tap it would be to 
create a new and extensive traffic, a 
■hare of which, under any circumstances, 
would fall into its hands. 
Indeed the 
Southern Pacific is very anxious, as we 
are credibly informed, that the Utah 
Southern should be pushed to a connec­ 
tion with Loe Angeles for reasons that 
are vital to itself. 
According to a statem ent made by the 
late Charles Crocker, the fuel question 
has all along been the gravest problem 
w ith which his company has had to deal. 
The cost of coal formed so considerable 
an item in their operating expenses as to 
seriously stand in the way of every 
m ovement they desired to make to meet 
the demands of the public for reductions 
in the rates of freights and fares. 
He 
said that eleven per cent of the entire 
operating expenses of the road went to 
th e account of fuel. 
W ith the exception 
of two or three small veins in Puget 
Sonnd, all the coal of this Coast, includ­ 
ing such as had reached here from 
Alaska, was found 
to 
be 
deficient 
in 
the qualities 
necessary to make 
■team. 
They, 
therefore, 
have been 
compelled 
to 
get 
their 
princi­ 
pal 
supply 
of 
coal 
fuel 
from 
Australia and England. 
The cost of 
bringing it from those distant points by 
ship and paying the duty on the same is 
tremendous. 
A large fleet of ships is 
now under charter to bring coal from 
A ustralia, and the fact that disaster fre­ 
quently intervenes in these long voy­ 
ages compels the company to keep an 
enormous supply of this coal on hand at 
all times. 
This ties up a very large 
am ount of capital, and is the cause of 
constant anxiety and no end of incon­ 
venience. 
In view of these facts the Southern 
Pacific Company has had a large force of 
prospectors 
constantly in 
the 
field 
searching for accessible coal m ines; but 


b o far with very little success. 
In the 
m eantim e some of the best and most 
extensive coal mines in the country have 
been opened in Southern Utah. 
These 
m ines are controlled by the Union Pacific 
through its branch company, the Utah 
Southern. 
The quality of the coal for 
making eteam is unsurpassed, and the 
Southern Pacific is very anxious to ob­ 
tain its fuel supplies from these mines. 
Indeed, we are assured that an agree­ 
m ent to th at effect has been entered into 
between the two companies. This alone 
would be a powerful incentive with the 
Southern Pacific not only to favor the 
U tah Southern extension, but to do all 
in its power to expedite its construction. 
Now let ns look a t another aspect of 
the question. The Central Pacific is a 
leased line, and as such the Southern 
Pacific Company cannot have so great 
an interest in its prosperity as in the 
road which it directly controls and owns. 
A large portion of the business of Cen­ 
tral Nevada which now finds its way to 
the Central Pacific will necessarily be 
deflected to the Utah Southern when it 
has been bnilt to Los Angeles. That 
portion of this business which is des­ 
tined for San Francisco, and which is 
diverted to the U tah road, will neces­ 
sarily go by the 
Southern Pacific. 
So that w hat the Central Pacific loses 
the Southern Pacific will gain. 
Then 
again, of th e new business th at will be 
opened by the extension, all th at is des­ 
tined for San Francisco—a vast propor­ 
tion of th e whole—will necessarily pay 
tribute to the Southern Pacific. 
In fact, 
from whatever point of view we may 
exam ine this subject, there can be noth­ 
ing but increase of business come to the 
Southern Pacific Company from the ex­ 
tension of the U tah Southern to Los 
Angeles. 
W hy, then, should th at com­ 
pany wish to place any im pedim ent in 
the way of its construction? 
A terri­ 
tory of vast extent th at is now without 
railroad transportation 
facilities, and 
which is rich in mines that can only be 
profitably 
worked 
by 
such 
facili­ 
ties, will become the scene of busy 
industry. 
Old 
cam ps 
that 
have 
been abandoned will become thriving 
m ining towns, and new camps willspriDg 
n p in thousands of places where paying 
ores are known to exist in exbanstless 
quantities. 
W hat kind of policy would 
th a t be th at would step in to prevent 
■uch m development cf indue tries, with 


their attendant evolution of prosperity ? 
W hat would be thought of the business 
acumen of a corporation, th at could only 
be benefited by the new business that 
would inevitably come to it from such a 
development, if it should pursue a policy 
of obstruction in the premises ? 
We have yet to learn th at the men 
who control the Southern Pacific are 
blind to their own interests—th at they 
would rather suffer from a dearth of 
business than invite a rival road to open 
up new avenues of traffic in which it 
would largely share—in short, th at they 
are so short sighted as to stand in the 
way of a development that will bring un- 
¡ told benefits upon a section in which 
they are as deeply interested as the 
people who occupy it. 
A gentleman who stands very close to 
the inside powers of the Southern Pacific 
assures us th at th at company is anxious 
that the Union Pacific should reach this 
Coast at San Pedro so that its powerful 
influence may be enlisted in the work of 
eecuring from Congress the appropriation 
necessary to create a deep-water harbor 
at that point. This is a pointer not to be 
despised. 
We are fully satisfied th at the Union 
Pacific has started for Los Angeles to 
reach there; and we do not believe that 
any deal is possible to prevent it from 
carrying out 
its 
woll-malured 
and 
finally-determined plan.

It asserts 
that the present tour of the Prince in 
India will be prolonged into the coming 
sum m er, and th at he will then be given 
a command there which will keep him 
out of England for years. This is a very 
peculiar development, and the Prince's 
movements will be watched with great 
interest. 
Modem Truth says that Salis­ 
bury’s Government is doing everything 
in its power to suppress an investigation, 
but th at there is a resistless public senti­ 
m ent that will compel a thorough in­ 
vestigation. 


T he extent to which the packing of 
tomatoes has grown is not generally 
understood. Last year 2,976,765 cases of 
two dozen cans each were put up, and 
enormous as this amount is it showed 
falling off of 366,372 cans as compared 
with last year, owing to the partial fail 
ure of the crop. 
The dem and for this 
delicious esculent is Eteadily on the in 
crease. 
Fifty years ago it was scarcely 
looked upon as an article of food and 
was raised rather for ornam ent than util­ 
ity. 
Los Angeles ought to produce pro­ 
digious quantities 6f tomatoes, and in 
the winter season a car-load a day ought 
to leave this county for the Eastern 
cities. The tomato grows here all the 
year round, and yields as abundantly in 
the winter as in the summer m onths. 
Some of the farmers of the Cahuenga 
valley made small fortunes by raising 
early tomatoes and shipping them to 
San Francisco. 
W inter tomatoes, pota 
toes, peas and other garden truck should 
be the specialty of our farmers, and it 
would be a highly rem unerative one, 
with a practically illim itable m arket dur­ 
ing the 
later fall, winter and early 
spring. 


T h er e was a very peculiar scene in 
the Board of Fire Commissioners yester 
day, in which seven Councilman united 
in a dem and for the restoration of Mr. 
W illiam Stoerm er to the place in the 
Fire D epartm eut from w h ich 'h e was 
dieplaced by the Commission. 
W ithout 
entering into the meritB of the m atter, or 
expressing any opinion as to the rights 
of Mr. Stoermer in the premises, this is 
certainly a very extraordinary proceed­ 
ing, the tendency of which is to divest 
the Board of any pretense of independ­ 
ence. In the contemplation of the char­ 
ter, the Fire and Police Commissions are 
supposed to be independent. 
W ith the 
Council interfering in the actions of those 
bodies this independence is a m yth. 
W ith a recollection of what happened to 
the Board of Police Commissioners some 
time ago the Fire Commissioners know 
what to expect if they resist. It is hard 
medicine to be compelled to accept Mr. 
W alter 8. Moore as their m aster, but 
they may as well come to it first as last. 


S enator V oorhees made a powerful 
arraignment of the Republican party 
yesterday, and clearly showed the com­ 
plicity of the President with Dudley in 
his “ blocks of five” bribery methods to 
carry the State of Indiana for Harrison. 
Edmunds tried to break the force of this 
public arraignment by a reply th at was 
intended to meet damaging facts with 
ridicule. 
But the country will not accept 
the peculiar Edmunds fence in debate 
for the genuine article. 
It is no answer 
to the barefaced briberies at the last 
election to assert that Democrats had 
also been gnilty of corrupt practices. 
This is a case of one high in the counsels 
of the Republican party, a m em ber of its 
National Committee, deliberately, over 
his own signature, formulating a scheme 
to carry a State by wholesale fraud, and 
who was afterwards protected from pros­ 
ecution for his crime by the President 
of the United States, who had profited 
by that frand.

Washington, January 8.—In the Sen­ 
ate today Voorhees called up the resolu­ 
tion offered by him yesterday in relation 
to the alleged interference by Chambers. 
United States District Attorney at In­ 
dianapolis, to prevent the arrest of W. 
W. Dudley on the charge ot the viola­ 
tion of the election laws of Indiana in 
the Presidential election, and proceeded 
to address the Senate. 
He spoke of the 
crime as having inflicted an indelible 
stain on the purity of the election and 
impeached the integrity of the political 
result that followed. 
He said the fact of 
the crime was open, universally known 
and confessed by its perpetrators, and 
yet by constant vigilance in obstructing 
the law and denying and preventing jus­ 
tice, the crime had gone thus far unpun­ 
ished. 
The beneficiary of the polluted 
ballot-box, now in high place, had feit 
compelled to shield the corrupt instru­ 
ment of that success fr in the penalties 
due such notorious guilt. 


T IIE D U D LEY 
D O CUM ENT D ISC U SSE D . 
Voorhees sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read the notorious “ blocks of five1 
letter, and went on to pay that the clays 
and weeks which immediately followed 
the publication of that polluted and pol 
luting campaign document would always 
be remembered for the audacity aud 
fecundity with which the most self 
evident falsehoods were conceived and 
put forth by the Republican press to 
avoid the odium and escape legal penal­ 
ties of an organized attem pt at wholesale 
bribery.

Senator Quay, Chairm an of 
the National Republican Committee and 
8enator from the State of Pennsylvania, 
arrived at Indianapolis and held repeated 
and protracted conferences with those 
who held the fate of Dudley and the in 
terests of the Republican party in the 
hollow of their hands. 


Q U A Y , T IIE S IL E N T , S P E A K S . 
Quay—I say it is not true that in In 
uianapolis I conferred with those w ho 
held the Republican party in the hollow 
of their hand, or conferred with any one 
in regard to Dudley’s case. 
Voorhees—Does the Senator deny that 
he called on President-elect Harrison in 
Indianapolis? 
Quay—I called on President elect H ar­ 
rison. 
Voorhees—The Senator will not blame 
me if I draw the inference that he wanted 
the prosecution of Dudley stopped, and 
that he went to Indianapolis to see him, 
and that he did say certain things in 
quarters where it would do moat good, 
and with an empLaeis which was not 
forgotten. 
Voorhees went on to speak of Dudley’s 
threats to use the dynamite which he had 
io his pocket in case an attem pt was 
made to inflict punishm ent upon him, 
and also criticised severely the part 
which Judge Woods was represented as 
taking in preventing the finding of a bill 
of indictm ent against Dudley. In view 
of the indignity, injustice and open out­ 
rage inflicted upon the people of Indiana 
in the name and by the authority of the 
Republican National Committee, aided 
and abetted by the action of the Federal 
courts, it should not be strange that as a 
representative of that insulted people he 
should like to know by whose instruc­ 
tions and by what authority of law the 
responsible law officer of theGovernm eut 
in Indianapolis felt himself warrant*d a 
few weeks ago in ordering the United 
States Commissioner not to issue a war­ 
rant for Dudley’s arrest when he ven­ 
tured to return to Indianapolis for the 
first time in more than a year.

ED M U N D S O F F E R S A N AM ENDM ENT. 
Edm unds offered an am endm ent to 
Voorhees’ preamble and resolution, so as 
to strike oat the preamble and make it 
read: 
“ T hat the Attorney-General be 
and is hereby instructed to inform the 
■Senate what instructions, if any, the De­ 
partment of Justice has given District 
Attorney Cham bers, for the District of 
Indiana, on the subject of the arrest of 
W. W. Dudley, or his exemp’ion from 
arrest, and by what authority of law such 
instructions have been given ; and that 
copies of all euch correspondence be 
transmitted to the Senate.” 
He expressed, sarcastically, his admi­ 
raron of and concurrence in the beauti­ 
ful tribute of the Senator from Indiana 
to the value of political morality. 
He 
also gave his adhesion to Voorhees’ de­ 
nunciation of political im m orality. 
If 
Dudley had done the things imputed to 
him, he had certainly committed, if not 
a crime against the United 8tates, a 
crime against that class of public m oral­ 
ity which the Senator had so beautifully 
described, and which, as he said, was so 
essential to the safety and perpetuity of 
republican institutions. 
It might have 
been forgery. 
There were instances of 
Ruch political forgeries about the tim e of 
Presidential elections, such as the Morey 
letter. 
But he was glad the leaders of 
the Democratic party had apparently re­ 
formed, and th at now, at leasts on the

Edmunds—If Mr. Dudley has any libel 
suits and does not prosecute them , the 
defendants are entitled to have them 
dismissed. This letter, assuming it to 
be genuine, was an offense, I take it, 
against the lawn of Indiana; and if this 
letter of Dudley's was used or attem pted 
to be used to currupt voters, where is 
the majesty of the law in th at noble 
State? 
In this connection Edm unds com­ 
mented upon the failure of the Demo­ 
cratic United States District Attorney, 
before the change of adm inistration, to 
bring the matter to the attention of the 
Grand Jury. That Democratic official, 
he said, having apparently done his 
whole duty in sifting and preparing the 
evidence, saw such a flood of light that 
he did not care to have any more hand 
in the business and resigned. 


T IIE A LLEG ED W H IT A K E R L E T T E R . 
H e intimated that the Dadley letter 
might 
have 
been suggested 
by or 
imitated from one which had been sent 
out by Mr. W hitaker, of Martinsville, 
Chairman of the Democratic County 
Committee, on the 7th of September, 
1888, and which was recently published 
in an editorial in the Terre H aute E x 
press. To the Terre H aute Express the 
Dudley letter seemed to be a child or 
twin 
sister of this W hitaker letter, 
wtiich he sent to the C lerk's desk and 
had read. 
Edm unds 
continued: 
“ Now 
this 
W hitaker letter may be a forgery, but 
its likeness to the so-called Dudley let­ 
ter is so perfect and peculiar, that I shall 
be bound to say, if I were a juror, that 
the man who wrote it on the 7th of Sep­ 
tember, wrote the Dudley letter and 
palmed it off as a letter from the Na­ 
tional Repnblican Com m ittee.” 
Edm unds then branched off on the 
question of the recent political crimes in 
Indiana, and spoke of the forgery of 
taliy-sheets in the Indianapolis election 
of 1886, for which Coy, a m em ber of the 
Common Council was sent to the peni­ 
tentiary for eighteen m onths; how the 
Democratic members of the Common 
Council refused to vote for his expul­ 
sion, and how he drew his pay as a 
member of the Common Council at the 
same time he was “ serving his country’* 
in the penitentiary. 
He also referred to 
a statem ent as to inm ates of the poor 
house and insane asylum being taken to 
che polls in Marion county, uuder direc­ 
tion of 
Miller, a former Democratic 
treasurer of the county, where everyone 
of them voted the straight Democratic 
ticket. Tbe?e, he said, were some sam ­ 
ples that had been sent to him . They 
were not peculiar to Indiana,*but tk tra 
had been going on systematized, per­ 
sistent, organized party frauda on the 
part of people who called themselves 
Democrats 
and 
Democratic organiza­ 
tion*, which m ight have led somebody 
in Indiana to follow the M artinsville 
precedent. If so, he should be punished, 
and he hoped the Senate would not stop 
until corruption and dishonesty at elec­ 
tions should be utterly cast away. 


ED M U N D S’ CO A CH IN G . 
Mr. Voorhees said the Senator from 
Vermont held a brief for the Attorney- 
G eteral, and had spoken for him . 
The 
Senator had been coached very thor­ 
oughly this morning by the Attorney- 
General in person. 
The Martinsville 
letter was “ nothing at a discount.’ 
There was no such letter. 
As to the 
Coy case, he had been sent to the peni­ 
tentiary for eighteen m onths by ' the 
worst, most partisan, unfair and m ali­ 
cious court organized since the days of 
Jeffries. 
But Coy had returned with a 
pardon bo far as his fine was concerned, 
which public opinion had forced upon 
President Harrison. 
So infamous were 
the rulings of Judge Woods, which sent 
Coy to the penitentiary, th at the people, 
irrespective of party, spat upon them 
and put their ban upon them the first 
opportunity they had. 


E D M U N D S’ A M EN D M EN T A D O PT E D . 
At the close of the discussion Edm unds’ 
am endm ent was agreed to, by a party 
vote of 31 to 24, and the resolution thus 
amended was adopted. 
Voorhees rem arked that he would find 
some way to ascertain the judgm ent of 
the Law Departm ent on the action of its 
subordinate. 
After executive session the 
Senate 
adjourned.

The impression is growing that the 
Chicago people have scored an advan­ 
tage in getting a bill before the com­ 
mittee which is supposed to lean in ita 
favor, and the other claimants arp re­ 
sentful over what they regard as a breach 
of the spirit of the agreem ent entered 
into by the four cities. 
This morniDg 
Representative Flower 
saw 
Speaker 
Reed, and getting him to call several 
members of the Committee on Rules to­ 
gether, earnestly requested on behalf of 
New York, W ashington and St. Louis, 
that immeuiate provision be made for 
the appointment of a select committee to 
consider the W orld’s Fair bill, and re­ 
lieve the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
its self-imposed duty. The Committee 
on Rules will probably acton the request 
tomorrow. At present some of the mem­ 
bers think well of the proposition to re­ 
port to the House something in the 
nature of a set of instructions to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, which will 
direct it to formulate a bill setting the 
time for the W orld’s Fair, and making a 
suitable appropriation to m eet the ex­ 
pense, but leaving to the House the 
■election of the place where the fair is 
to be held.

F . G. Earnest, of New Orleans, repre­ 
senting the rice millers, asked that in 
the new tariff the bill of definitions of the 
various kinds of rice be m ade more 
exact. 
Congressman Lansing, of New York, 
endeavored to impress upon the com­ 
mittee the desirability of giving agri­ 
culture the same degree of protection 
given manufactures. The bueiness of 
raising seeds was practically m anufactur­ 
ing. 
He wanted a duty of 40 cents a 
bushel on peas and beans raised for seed;

Special Committee on the W orld’s Fair 
of ’92 met this morning, and decided that 
St. Louis should be heard today, Chicago 
tomorrow, W ashington Friday and Now 
York 
Saturday. 
Governor F rauds 
opened the discussion on behalf of St. 
Louis. 
Governor Francis said he and the gen­ 
tlemen with him came representing peo­ 
ple who were hospitable by instinct and 
were schooled in entertaining. 
If they 
could not convince the committee that 
St. Louis was well able to take care of 
the great international exposition they 
would not lay claim to it. They believed 
great good wouid accrue to the nation 
from the location of the fair in St. Louis. 
H e was followed by Colonel C. H . 
Jones, of St. Louis, who spoke in high 
eulogy of that city. 
He hoped every 
foreign visitor to the com ijg exposition 
would visit Washington and see for him ­ 
self the home and working of the Federal 
Government. 
But while that foreign 
visitor contemplated it, he would natu­ 
rally aek: *,Whence comes the dynamic 
force that propels and the wealth that 
supports this mighty popular engine?” 
and the exposition would point him 
directly to the wonderful Mississippi 
valley, the principal seat of the nation’s 
productiveness, and where in the not far 
distant future would be found a popula­ 
tion far outnumbering the teemiDg m il­ 
lions of Europe. 
In that valley lay St. 
Lonis, tlie central ganglion of its* dis­ 
tributing system. 
8t. Louis asked the 
committee to consider these facts in 
locating the W orld’s Fair, 
One of the 
competing cities (meaning New York) 
pointed to tho ea3e with which that city 
could be reached by foreign visitors. 
If. 
the desire was to make a good irn p as­ 
sion upon foreigners, then unquestion­ 
ably the fair should be held near the 
center of the nation’s productiveness 
and power. 
It was the question of popu­ 
lation which shonld determ ine tho loca­ 
tion of the exposition, |.ind not the pref­ 
erence 
of 
the corporal’s 
guard of 
foreigners who m ight possibly be in­ 
duced to attend it. 
In connection 
with population he 
aaked attention to a map hung in the 
committee room with circles of a radius 
of 500 miles drawn around the cities of 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis. That 
map shows, he said, a population of 
20,100,000 around New York, 21,700,000 
around Chicago, and 23,800,000 around 
St. Louis. These figures were based on 
the census of 1880. 
Taking the popula­ 
tion of the present time, New York 
would represent 
24.000.000, Chicago 
27,000,000, and Sc. Louis 30,000,000. 
The speaker then took up the question 
of transportation facilities, and showed 
that the railroad mileage within the New 
York circle was 34,000 miles, within the 
Chicago circle 65,000 miles, and within 
the St. Louis circle 70,000 miles. That 
m eant 
that 
not 
only 
was there 
larger 
population 
within 
eaBy- 
reaching distance of St. Louis, but that 
St. Louis had a very marked advantage 
oyer other cities. That was independent 
oí 22,000 miles of river navigation con­ 
nected by the Mississippi river with the 
wharves of St. Louis. 
Jones spoke at some length of the ad­ 
mirable sites around St. Louis, St. Louis’ 
abundant water supply, hotel accommo­ 
dations, etc., and closed by saying that 
should St. Louis’ petition be denied, she 
will not retire sulking, but shall address 
herself promptly to set in motion the 
resources of her trade territory.

A t th e la st m eeting of th e Council 
M ayor H azard eent in a m essage to the 
C ouncil calling attention to Section 207 
of th e new ch arter, w hich provides th a t 
“ th e C ouncil by 
an 
ordinance
